San Franciscan Who Spends 
Year in Jail for Alimony 
Arrears, Is Released. 
[Associated Press Night Report.) 

BAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 9.— 
After spending’ nearly a year in 
jall on a twenty-four-hour sen- 
tence for non-payment of alli- 
mony, William Stark was re- 
leased today by Judge Cabaniss 
on a writ of habeas corpus. 

Stark was in arrears $100 on 
January 19, 1910, and was given 
the alternative of paying up or 
spending a day in the County

however, “until alimony is 
paid.” Stark said he might rot 
in jall, but would never pay it.

Officer Held and Special Officer Stew-

About 100 feet from the corner of 
Kingsley end Thirtieth streets the offi- 
cers met two men, one tall—later cap- 
tured, giving the name of Charles 
Buckman, and the other a much short- 
er man, who escaped. 

The wounded officer's story ts as fol- 
lows: 

“When we met those men,” sald Of- 
ficer Held on the Receiving Hospital 
operating cot, “I thought we might as 
well stop them. We walked up ig 
front of them quietly. I had thrown 
| back my coat lapel so that it covered 
| my badge until I was right up on 
ithem. I noticed that the big man 
(Buckman) had his hand in his pock- 
et. 

“I said, ‘one minute, please,’ and I 
gripped his right wrist, letting go my 
coat so that he could see my uni- 
form. I told him, ‘Don't you move your 
hand.’ 

“The next thing I knew he had 
yanked his hand up from the wrist 
and fired. The bullet knocked mda 
down. I did not know where I was 
shot, but I got to my feet as speedily 
as I could and began shooting. “I 
emptied my gun, and then I threw it 
away. 

“Say, doctor,” he went on in an 
aside, “if you think it Is necessary to 
find that bullet, why, just cut In and 
go for it; it’s no use fooling about it. 
I'm game.” | 

It fs an ugly wound. The bullet 
struck Held in the left side, ju&t mid- 
way between the armpit and the hip 
bone, making a hole nearly a half-inch 
in diameter. From there it raaged 
over to the left, lodging, apparently. un-

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] No Asiatic crisis or Jap.- 
nese jingo legislation is wanted by 
Speaker Hewitt in this session of the 
Assembly. Profiting by the experience 
last year of Speaker Stanton and ‘his 
own experience on the floor, Hewitt is 
proceeding carefully with his Commit- 
tee on Federal! Relationship. 
A conference in Hewitt'’s chambe 
this morning during which: the doors 
were blocked, concerned this question. 
Because Lissner was there is was be- 
Heved it had something to do with 
the Senatorial situation, but assurance 
is given that it did not. Besides Liss- 
ner and Hewitt, Assemblymen Cogs- 
well, Channiler, Kehoe and Young, of 
Alameda were present. They are all 
slated to hold important committees 
and are Hewitt’s chief advisers. Liss- 
ner was also giving advice. : 
The two committees hard to fill are 
those on Federal Relationship and - 
apportionment. The Assembly has fif- 
ty-eight new members and Hewitt is 
said to be taking no chances on nam- 
ing either committee before he knows 
that it will be capable. He felt some 
alarm, it is said, because a certain ele- 
ment of -members, largely sympathiz- 
ers with the unionites, had asked pref: 
erence on the Federal Relationship 
Committee. 
TVEITMOE’'S BUNCH BUSY. : 
Not only this, but the door is being 
opened to the same Asiatic questions 
that made such turmoil in the Assem- 
hly two years ag» when Speaker Stan- 


to stem the tide. 
Back of the Asiatic agitation is the 
the Asiatic Exclusion League, the head 
of which is Olaf A. Tvietmoe, the 
labor agitator of San Francisco and 
friend of Cocky Schmidt, the indicted 
dynamiter of the Times Building. 
Three measures already aimed at 
the ownership of more than 200,000 
acres of land by Japanese in Califor- 
nia, have aiready been introduced and 
it is feared the same old labor exclu- 
sion question will appear soon. 
Speaker Hewitt announced tonight 
that he will name his committees t 
morrow and that he will stay up a 
night until he gets them finished. Be- 
cause of this the Assembly will meet 
at 10 o'clock. 
Fifty-nine new bills were introduced 
at today’s session, and three Consti- 
tutional amendments. Griffin's amend- 
ment extendes the Initative and Ref- 
erendum to all State and local affairs 
and Beatty’s amendment extends the 
recall to the judiciary just as Gov. 
Johnson wants it. 
LISSNER, PROGRAMME MEASURE. 
The other constitutional amend- 
ment is from Sutherland and provides 
for the public utilities commission. It 
is the Lissner programme measure 
creating a board of five members to 
supersede the railroad commission and 
having charge of all public utilities in 
the State including oil pipe lines and 
the sale of ofl. It takes control of 
utility corporations out of the hands 
of local governments. Five districts 
are created from which the Governor 
is to make selections. San Francisco 
and San Mateo counties are the third 
district and all the counties south of 
the Tehachepl, except Santa ra 
and Ventura, compose the fifth. 
March of Sacramento introduced a 
Firemen’s Pension Fund bill not only 
providing for pensions, but for a 
mortuary benefit of $1000, and requir- 
ing fire commissions or other local 
authorities to make estimates of the 
amounts needed to maintain the pen- 
sion system and mandatorily requir- 
ing the governing body to provide it. 
March also introduced a bill for a new 


site in Sactamento for the State 
Printing Plant and appropriating 
$200,000 for it. 


Assemblyman Lamb introduced bills 
for the aid of the Normal School at 
Los Angeles, which were introduced in 
the Senate by Hurd last week. 

FOR ARMORY HERE. 
Assemblyman Lyon introduced the 
bill appropriating $150,000 additional 
for an armory for the National Guard 
at Agricultural Park, in Los Angeles. 
The bill was a duplicate of the one 
introduced simultaneously in the Sen- 
ate by Hurd. The appropriation two 
years ago was $100,000 and the new 
amount is intended to make it $250,- 
000, so that a suitable building for a 
full regiment in Los Angeles city may 
be provided. 

The bill for a reformatory for first 
offense convicts between the age of 
16 and 30 was introduced by Young 
of Alameda, who wants the institution 
located there. It asks for an ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000, available dur- 
ing the next four years, and author- 
izes the Governor, Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor and a member of the Board of 
Prison Directors selected by the Gov- 
ernor to become the Site and Building 
Commission. The bill introduced is the 
one prepared by Judge Wilbur, Los 
Angeles, and is a Lissner programme 
measure. 
A bill to fix the legal maximum for 
interest at ten per cent. was intro- 
duced by March. It does not make 
usury a misdemeanor but it provides 
that any rate of interest exceeding 
10 per cent. invalidates the written evi- 
dence of debt. ‘ 
CONSTABLES’ PROPOSITION. 
A bill for the law asked by the con- 
stables of Los Angeles City was intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Lyon. It was 
presented to him by J. H. De Lamotte, 
and provides that constables may 
serve process only from justices with- 
in the township for which they are 
elected. 
Assemblyman Stuckenbruck, ot 
Acampo, introduced a bill that means 
protection for the wild birds of Cali- 
fornia, other than game birds, for it 
prohibits the injury to them or their 
nests and provides for the punishment 
of those who sell such birds dead or 
their skin or feathers. : 
Assembiyman Judson introduced «a 
bill for an appropriation of $20,000 for 
a branch agricultural experiment sta- 
tion in Imperial county. 3

STARTLED. 


BILL INTRODUCED PUTTING OFF 
POSSIBLE VOTE FOUR YEARS. 


Mrs. Edson’s Belief That Legisia- 
ture Needs Watching Confirmed 


by Proposal to Submit Question in 
Two Years for Information to 
Guide Solons Two Years Later.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 9%.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. The suffragette lobby, 
which means Mrs. Charlies Farwell Ed- 
son, alone but undaunted just now, 
was sent fluttering about the capital 
yesterday when Senator Sanford intro- 
duced a bill asking an advisory vote on 
the suffrage question two years hence. 
Senator Sanford's bill follows: 
“Whereas, That equal suffrage by con- 
stitutional amendment has been turned 
down in \the Legislature for twelve 
years successively, it is proper that an 
advisory vote of all the women who 
have lived one year in the State and 
ninety days in the county and are over 
21 years of age be taken to guide fu- 
ture legislation.” 
According to Sanford’s bill the Gov- 
ernor is to make proclamation of this 
advisory vote thirty days before the 


are to vote at the same time the men 
do. The ballot is to be “about four 
inches square,” according to Sanford’s 
bill, and is to contain the questions, 
“for equal suffrage,” and “against equal 
suffrage.”

MAKES DECEPTION FELONY.

A falling trolley wire at Eighth and 
Hill streets caused a pyrotechnical dis- 
play last night at about 8:30 o'clock.
